Whatever sense of melancholy we were experiencing at the exodus of the 
summer were eclipsed by the sense of loss we experienced when we were notified of the death of 
Richard Draper, fellow classmate and fraternity brother. On August 24, 1988, Richard Draper 
was killed in an automobile accident. Rich would have entered his junior year at Dominican 
College in September 1988. He had been a Marketing Management major. Richard was 
inducted into the Alpha Kappa Psi Fraternity, Dominican’s Mu Chi chapter, in 
November 1987. During his short time in the fraternity, Richard advanced to the 
position of Vice-President of Pledging at the elections for fraternity officers in 
February 1988; a position in which he was responsible for the recruitment 
and instruction of new fraternity members. Richard’s term as V.P. of 
Pledging was successful. Eleven new members were inducted into the 
fraternity in April 1988. Richard Draper was an active member in 
the National Guard and an interested member of his communi- 

ty. He displayed a sense of duty to others by his involvement 

in extra-curricular activities at school and in his community. 

His interest in others and enthusiasm for life will be sorely 

missed.
